Citizens  of  the  Big  Sandy  Are  Taking 
Step  to  Ereet  Oim  In 
Thtt  ,Set|ien. 


A  letter  from  Prestonburg,  Ky.« 
states  that  a  movement  is  on  foot  to 
erect  a  monument  at  that  place  to  the 

memory  of  President  Garlield. 

In  1862,  Eastern  Kentucky  es- 
pecially along  the  Big  Sandy  Valley, 
(vas  a  scene  of  great  military  activity, 
there  having  occurred  a  number  of 
engjigenicnts  in  that  section  of  the 
State.  The  campaign  for  18G2  open- 
ed with  active  military  operations  in 
that  part  of  the  State,  during  the 
month  of  January. 

Confederate  (u'ueral,  Humphiey 
Marshall,  had  early  in  January  en- 
trenched his  forces  at  l^aintsville, 
Johnson  county,  for  the  purpose  of 
interrupting  the  movements  of  Gen- 
eral Don  ,(".  Bud.  a  portion  of  whose 
comraand,  under  Gen.  Thomas  was 
moving  toward  Cumberland  Gup. 

CoL  James  A.'  Qarefild,  who  had 
been  ordered  to  dislodge  MarshafFs 
forces,  had  on  the  7th  of  Jainiary, 
broken  up  his  camp  on  Middle  Creek, 
and  with  the  14th  Kentucky  and  42nd 
Ohio  Infantry  regiments;  with  300  of 
the  2nd  Virginia  Cavalry,  marched  to 
Paintsville  and  found  Marshall  had 
fled  up  the  river.  Pursuing  them,  an 
engagement  took  place  on  Jennie's 
Creek,  resulting  in  a  saiall  loss  on 
either  side. 

Garfield  was  reinforced  by  the  40th 
Ohio  and  detachment  of  Wolford's 
cavalry  making  in  all  3,000  men  while 
the  Confederate  forces  consisted  of 
two  "^^rginia  regiments,  two  Kentucky 
regiments,  a  detachment  of  cavalry 
of  four  pieces  of  artilleiy.  Two  days 
later  the  forces  under  Garfield  en- 
countered the  Confederates  at  Middle 
Creek,  near  Prestonburg,  and  the  en- 
gagement was  on  of  the  fierciest  that 
had  been  fought  upto  that  time. 

For  a  gallantry  on  the  field  Colonel 
Garfield  was  promoted  to  Brigadier 
General  and  began  that  brilliant  ca- 
reer a  sa  soldier  and  statesman, 
which  finally  culminated  in  his  elec- 
tion to  the  presidency  in  1880. 

The  matter  will  be  presented  to 
Congress  by  RefNresentalive  Lang- 
ley,  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
citizens  of  the  Sandy  Valley,  a  mo!i- 
ument  commensurate  with  the  dis- 
tinguished subject  will  be  erected.

According  to  the  last  census  Ken- 
tucky has  a  population  of  2447474. 

The  area  is  40,400  square  oulea; 
400  of  which  is  water.    The  streams 

within  the  State,  as  a  rule  head  in  the 
Southeast  and  flow  in  a  Northwesterly 
direction;  this  faet  retarded  the  con- 
struction of  railroads  and  the  devel- 
opment of  our.  resources  for  maiiy 
years. 

The  early  railroads  were  built  from 
the  East  and  went  over  the  more 
level  territories  North  of  the  Ohio 
River  and  South  of  the  Cumberland 
Monnt^us.  In  those  days  tlieie  was 
only  a  limited  demand  for  coal  and 
lumber.

We  have  a  coal  area  of  over  fifteen 
thousand  square  miles.  Other  nn- 
erals  await  development 

Natural  gas  and  oil,  in  paying, 
quantities  are  being  devabqwd  in 
many  localities.

Morse,  the  speculating  banker 
of  New  York,  and  Walsh,  a  king  of 
if  of  Clneago,  have  been  eon- 
of  criminal  offenses  and  sen- 
tenced to  the  penitentiary. 

The  prosecuting  attorneys  of  San

Bc  opinion  no  longer  looks  with  com- 
pli^ipency  on  crime  in  high  places.  The 
that  has  bsMi  wafted  by  high- 
newspapers,  magazines  and  pat- 
eitizeiMi  has  borne  its  f  n^ts  and 


A  Lincoln  celebration,  a  Washing- 
ton's birthday  ^  anniversary  and  the 
retnm  of  a  great  fleet  of  American 
warships  fnmi  the  most  notable 
(*niise  in  naval  history  have  created 
what  has  been  characterized  as  the 
opportunity  for  a  disfrfay  of  the  in- 
tiingible  and  somewhat  indefinite 
thing  called  patriotism.  It  may  not 
be  out  of  place  to  stop  a  moment  in 
the  midst  of  the  enthusiasm  for  a 
little  serious  reflection  as  to  what 
oatriotism  really  means. 

The  dictionaries  define  it  as  love  of 
country  and  loyalty  to  country.  As- 
sociation develops  attachment  All 
men  worthy  the  name  have  some  sen- 
timent with  respect  to  the  land  that 
irives  them  birth.  We  readily  accept 
the  idea  of  obligation  and  loyalty  in  a 
general  sense  but,  frequently  perhaps, 
wilh«mt  sufKcient  regard  for  the  spe- 
cific significance  of  the  terms. 

Perhaps  we  confuse  the  sentiment 
with  respect  to  nativity  with  the  more 
tarigihh'  things  that  call  for  devotion 
and  loyally.  The  countrv  is  not  mere- 
ly the  fields  and  the  forests,  the 
mountains  and  the  plains.  The  word 
coimtiy  in  the  modern  sense  is  a 
comprehensive  term.  It  includes  the 
institutions  and  organizations  that 
constitute  our  civilization. 

The  patriot  may  love  the  land  of 
his  birth.  He  mky  have  a  sentimental 
regard  for  the  material  surroundings 
of  his  life.  A  man  may  actually  love 
the  soil  and  ttie  trees  and  the  stream^ 
and  everything  that  makes  up  his 
environment  and  yet  not  he  a  patiiot 
in  the  highest  .sen.se.  The  real  pat- 
riot sees  beyond  'these  things.  He 
has  a  broader  conception  of  the  term 
patriotism  and  a  deeper  devotion  to 
the  principles  and  institutions  that 
really  constitute  his  country. 

The  people  aie  always  the  more 
im|oortant  element  in  the  nation.  Ma- 
terial things  are  valuable  <mly  to  the 
extent  that  they  contribute  to  the 
popular  progress  and  welfare.  The 
man  who  is  readiest  to  display  a  flag 
on  a  national  holiday  or  to  shout  the 
loudest  upon  any  occasion  that  arous- 
es popular  enthusiasm,  is  not  neces- 
sarily the  best  patriot  Tlie  true  pat- 
liotism  is  not  in  sentimental  devo- 
tion to  some  particularly  environment 
or  in  a  demonstration  of  enthusiasm 
over  some  conspicuous  phaiBe  of  na- 
tional activity,  but  in  a  profound 
consideration  for  the  nublic  welfare.

Iklaces  were  like  cloudbursts,  the 
Ohio  river  at  this  point  passed  the 
flood  stage  of  SO  feet,  wbile- •  nearlr

tite  larger  tributaries  also  report- 
ed flood  conditions,  either  present  or 
threatened.  So  rapidly  did  the  river 
•tne  up  that  many  ^bf  the .  leta  ex- 
perienced rivermen  were  almost 
caught  napping,  the  2^-hour  Jump  In 
Starr  having  been  at  the  rate  of  half 
a  foot  an  liour  and  continuing  at  the 
rate  of  over  an  inch  an  hour. 

Ccil  men  frantically  worked  to  pro- 
.  tact  barges  containing  10,000.000  bush- 
*illB  of  I  oal  now  in  harbor  here,  the 
high  wind  and  the  rough  weather 
Baiting  their  labors  particularly  diffl- 
ealt.  Other  interesta  almtf  the  river 
firont  wer^  equally  aethro.  The  rail- 
roads are  still  in  normid  condition  In 
city,  but  the  offlcial, prediction  of 
At  least  55  feet  by  tonight  forecasts 
Uie  abandonment  ot  the  Grand  Cen- 
tral station,  which  Is  threatened  by  a 
53-foot  stage  and  made  inaccessible 
for  tratlic  at  feet.  In  the  lowlands 
■econd  stories  were  sought  by  many, 
while  othnrs  abandoned  their  homes 
•ntirely  for  greater  safety  elsewhere. 

Reports  from  the  up-river  cities 
were  much  to  the  srme  effect.  At 
Parkersburg  the  official  prediction  is 
fer  at  least  two  feet  al>ove  flood 
•tage.  and  alrjsady  the  flats  ha^e  been 
■buidoned.  Similar  reports  come 
from  Portsmbuth.  Irontoii,  Qalllpolla 
and  other  pAacea  The  Ifwklpgum. 
9cloto.  Kanawha.  Big  Qandy.  Big  and 
Little  Miami  and  Licking  rivers  are 
away  above  flood  stage,  and  have 
been  pouring  their  floods  into  the  al- 
ready swollen  Ohio,  carrying  away 
logs.  fi.'itl?f)r;l3  and  whatever  else  hap- 
pened to  be  loose  along  the  river 
hanks.  Wrecked  coal  barges  passed 
here,  having  been  carried  down  from 
some  p(Mnt  above.  Thousands  of  logs, 
torn  from  their  mooring  on  the  Lick- 
ing river,  almost  created  a  panic 
when  they  swept  Into  the  Obto  at  this 
yolnt.  coal  and  other  bargM  r  arrow- 
Iz.  eacaptnfl  — rloaa  damace  aa  the 
iwlft  current  battered  them  with  the 
fe«avy  iogs. 

The  storm  was  particularly  soTere 
an  over  eastern  Kentucky,  and  a 
number  of  smaller  settlements  are 
partly  under  water,  while  much  loose 
fturm  property  v/as  carried  away. 

Cooler  weather  with  a  cessation  of 
the  heavy  rains  would  limit  the  ex-
